134 South Africa students - wer 
welcomed to Central Ohio 1 


Aspecial welcome reception 
was held in honor of 134 Black 
South African students on Sat- 
urday, July 26, in the council 
chambers of Columbus City 
Hall. Councilman Ben Espy 
served as the host for the visit- 
ing delegation on behalf of the 
City of Columbus. 

The students are participat- 
ing ina month-long orientation 
program which will introduce 
them to American Society and 
academic life sponsored by 
Denison University in Gran- 
ville, Ohio. The program began 
July 23rd and will run until 
August 18th. After completion 
of this program, the students 
will attend universities all 
across the country in pursuit of 
undergraduate and graduate 
degrees. 

In a speech at the reception, 
Espy encouraged the students 
to shard and learn as much 
as théy’Could in their studies. 
Espy drew the loudest 
applause when he spoke of 
Council's approval last year of 
legislation he introduced 
which prohibited the City of 
Columbus from investing 
funds in. banks which do busi- 
ness with the Republic of 
South Africa. Espy stated, “We 
are very honored to have you in 
our city. We've heard and read 
about your struggles in South 
Africa, and this afternoon we 
wanted to let you know that we 
are in full support to a speedy 
end to the apartheid system.” 

The special day in Columbus 
for the students was the 
initiated by Deveonne Tyree- 
Cooke, Coordinator Residen- 
tial Life for the Denison pro- 
gram. In addressing the 
students Tyree Cook stated, 
“We are aware that many of 
you have left your homes and 
families in order to participate 
in this program. We in Colum- 
bus wanted to hold this wel- 
come.reception not only to 
show our support for your aca- 
demic endeavors, but also to 
show our love for you as a 
people.” 

Due to the sensitive political 
nature existing in South Africa 
and the fact that many students 
left family members behind, no 
interviews were given by the 
students to members of the 
press. 

The welcome reception was 
just one of the events in which 
the students participated while 
in Columbus. The day began

‘a child, leave to seek a-job for 
| financial reasons, leave because 
lof poor relationships with 


teachers or peers, lack. of sup- 
port in the home for their educa- 
tion, general lack of emotional. 
support, or language or cultural 
barriers. 


Others say they leave because 
school itself has become a hated 
place: they do not like it there, 
feel frustrated by a learning diffi- 


‘culty or low grades, they have a 


history of failure in school, were 
pushed out by higher school 
standards, or burned out trying 
to meet tne inenr. 


We need to give all children the 
help they need to Stay in school, 
or to return to school, like John 
and Bridgette did. Encourag- 
ingly, we now have some excel- 
lent examples of dropout preven- 
tion efforts that have made a 
difference for our children.

After all, 
there are more whites able to 
drive their own cars down- 
town than there are Blacks. 

You may be able to horn in 
on some of those Black dol- 
lars if you would just be fair 
when issuing your service to 
the greater Cleveland area.

Drop-A-Dime 


“GIVE US BACK OUR CITY!" 
the headline in the New York Post 
screamed. The drop headline was: 
“Drug Crisis In New York.” 

“The people of New York have 
had it,” the story began. This white 
newspaper is now as alarmed as 
New York's Black papers have 
been for months. 

They have covered citizen 
marches against drug pushers and 
“crack,” cocaine’s newest death 
form. When Dick Gregory, Ossie 
Davis and New York's Black 
preachers recaptured a few street 
corners last week, the general 
media got the message. 

There is another message in this 
for you, if you do not live in New 
York: New York's drug problem is 
on its way to your city. Tradition- 
ally, drugs and drug empires get 
their foothold in New York and 
move across the country. But this 
epidemic of killer-cocaine and 
“skybasing” (PCP and crack) is 
different.

Now, the phone line records 
about 500 tips a month. More than 
a “third of those passed along to 
the police lead to arrests.” 

Suppose we. can average 500 
tips to local police in 100 cities; 
that would mean 50,000 tips and 
close to 20,000 arrests. Assuming, 
of course, the police are willing to 
be police. Wall and Watson had to 
fight the police in Boston first. 

It may not work because the 
judges in New York, for example, 
rarely put a drug pusher away. 
Perhaps, if we turn enough in, we 
may embarrass them. 

The ultimate authority in any 
society is the people and we need 
to begin to exercise that authority.

A 
recent poll in the Columbus 
Dispatch showed Celeste lead- 
ing by five percentage points, 
48 to 43, against the former 
governor, with nine percent of 
the voters supporting Kucinich.

Celeste leads Rhodes, 


newspaper poll states 


(COLUMBUS BUREAU) 


According to arecent poll by 
The Columbus Dispatch, Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste is ahead in 
his bid to overcome a long his- 
tory of Democratic failure to 
hold the governor's chair, lead- 
ing former nemesis and four- 
time governor James A. 
Rhodes by five percentage 
points. 

Celeste, enacted by lands- 
lide in 1982, edged Rhodes in 
the favor of the voters by a 
margin of 48-43. Former Cleve- 
land mayor Dennis Kucinich, 
who is running as an inde- 
pendent, had 9 percent of the 
vote. 

This election marks'the 
second time that Celeste’ and 
Rhodes have dueled for the 
governor's chair. In.1978, 
Rhodes won a record fourth 
four-year term, defeating 
Celeste by 48,000 votes. 

The Celeste margin, accord- 
ing to the poll, was entirely 
made up of Black voters. While 
white voters were supporting 
Rhodes by a margin of 49 to 42, 
Black voters endorsed Celeste 
83-10. Indeed, the poll my have 
underrepresented Black voters 
in the state, since Blacks made 
up a slightly more than 6 per- 
cent of the poll survey, against 
approximately 10 percent of 
the state's population.

To achieve this 
goal. we must be willing to admit that many Black babies 
don't go to bed hungry because of racism. No, they lack 
food because a Black man has failed to fulfill his respon- 

\ sibilities as a father and a husband. 

Think about it. Do we Blacks have the courage to 
reduce the number of single-parent homes in our 
community?
